The brain of mankind has been dc- 


Inecl as a kind of phonographic cylin- 
der, which retains impressions made 
ipon it through the medium of the 
senses, particularly through the eyes 
and ears, says the Family Doctor. If 
*his be true memory must depend for 
its intensity or retentive qualities upon 
the degree of observation with which 
the record is made. 


Nor is this all. If memory's record is 


':ept in the shape of indentations upon 
ihe folds of brain matter, are they ever 
entirely effaced? 
In other words, do 


•ve reully aver forget anything? May 
it not be that the inner depths of the 
brain memory has stored up recollec- 
tions of things which <vre never again 
purposely turned to, perhaps, but which 
Instantly spring into being- and flash 
through the mind whenever we hear 
or see something which recalls them? 


There are several well-known mental 


phenomena which strengthen this the- 
ary. We know that memory often 
brightens during the last moments of 
life, and there are cases on record where 
Germans, French, Spaniards and others 
who. 
falling ill in this country years 


after having1 entirely forgotten their 
native languages, recovered and used 
them upon their deathbeds. 


There is a theory that in all such 


oases the brain folds have relaxed, just 
as do the muscles nod cords of the limbs 
and body, and that by so doing they ex- 
pose to the mind's monitor indentations 
(recollections) which were long since 
folded up and put nway as material 
that could not be of any .particular use.

Parisians Who Snpport Themselves by Go- 


ing to Jail for Others.

The French are a practical people. 


For many years it has been the custom 
for the more explosive Parisian editors 
to keep a "ghost" round the corner.

GIGANTIC WATER WORKS. 


Witter Supply for Ixmdon from Wale* ft 


Now Projected. 


The great system of waterworks to 


be built for the Boston metropoli-au 
district, costing $19,000,000 at first, and 
estimated to require $25,000,000 for com- 
pletion, la a big enough scheme in its 
way to satisfy anyone, but it is insig- 
nificant compared with the project fa- 
vored by A. B. Binnie, chief engineer of 
the London city council, for providing 
water for the English metropolis, sayn 
the New York Telegram. 


Mr.Binnie's temporary supply of 218,- 


000,000 gallons daily is to cost about 
$85,000,000, and the full supply of 498,- 
000,000 gallons he believes will requuo 
the trivial expenditure of over $190,- 
000,000. While a parliamentary com- 
mission of distinguished engineers 
failed to find any reason for the belief 
that the present sources of supply could 
not be improved and enlarged at a much 
less expenditure BO as to yield 504,000,- 
000 gallons, Mr. Binnie has not been sat- 
isfied with near-by water sheds, but has 
cast his eye toward Wales, and in that 
land of jew's-harps and unpronounce- 
able names has selected three streams 
which he considers of suitable charac- 
ter. They are the headwaters of the 
Usk, Wye and Towy rivers, and tuc 
watersheds lie in the counties of car- 
digan, Brecon, Radnor and Montgom- 
ery. 
Several immense reservoirs are 


proposed forimpounding these streams, 
nnd from them are to pass two gre^t 
aqueducts, 150 and 176 miles in length, 
the former to be built first. 


Each will be large enough to carry 


240,000,000 gallons a day, and both are 
to be covered their entire length. Tne 
whole project is still on paper, and it is 
possible that it is merely a huge blutf 
on the part of the authorities to inmte 
the eight companies now supplying 
water to the metropolis sell out ut a 
low figure. These companies have been 
paying high di vidends. Their actual i»>- 
Aestcd capital is estimated at $30,000,- 
COO and the value of the properties nt 
$180,000,000. Some of them are enlarg- 
ing their works at the present time, m 
order to remedy the trouble caused by 
the severe frost of last year. The fran- 
chises are definite and exclusive in their 
grants, and there is every prospect of 
a nice legal fight before their work* 
are sold at a low valuation or 
•eded by public works.

Fix Date for Meeting

re' Institute, for Macon county, after 
tte election of officers, reported in the 


REPUBLICAN yesterday, the executive 
ommittee arrauged to meet on Satur- 
ay, Dec. 21, to arradge the date for the 
ret meeting of the institute and pre- 
mre a program.

f developing a greater interest in the 
ultivaticm of crops, in breeding and 
are of domestic animals, in dairy hus- 
andry. in horticulture, in farm drain- 
Be, in improved highways and general 
arm management, through and by 
means 
of

ribution of the papers and proceedings 
f such institutes. But one institute in 


y county shall become entitled to the 


leuefits of this act. 


SECTION 2. No offices or officers of 
uy farmers' county institute shall be 
ntittad to or receive any moneyed com- 
pensation whatever for any service rea- 
ered the same. 

The president and secre- 
ary of each farmers' county institute

Prices of mani^ 
factnred products slowly recede from 
the high-water mark of speculation, 
and no material increase in demand.is 
now expected until after the holidays. 


Speculation in products is not very 


brisk, and in stocks decidedly inac- 
tive. The outgo of gold does not ex- 
pand and the outward movement of 
products is a shade larger. Clearings 
are 10.4 per cent, more than last year. 


The government crop report caused 


scarcely aripple of in terest,thong]i indi- 
cating less.than 6,400,008 bales of cotton, 
and a larger acreage than had been ex- 
pected of winter wheat Heavy orders 
by the Rockefeller interests for plates 
and other material to a*nld vessels for 
transportation of Mesba ore next year 
have strengthened the market some- 
what, but the demand at the east is 
very light, and most of the works have 
shortened force considerably. 
. The shoe manufacture is getting 
rather more new business, mainly in 
cheaper goods, by a redact ion in prices, 
which has averaged nearly four per 
cent, since the last week of November. 
The demand for leather is a little bet- 
ter, with prices averaging two per 
cent, lower for the week, though un- 
changed as to hemlock sole. 


Wool has not advanced with I/ondon

Meeting of the Reform League at 


Washington Yesterday. 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


ALL THE OLD OFFICERS RE-ELECTED. 


Extension of the Classified Service— 


The Passage of the Lodge and 


Morgan Bills to be Urged 


—Papers Read. 


' WA«HHfOT03r, Dee. 14.—The Civil Ser- 
vice Reform league yesterday re-elected 
all its present officers and approved the 
budget «f the finance committee for 
the expenditure of 94,500 dnring the 
ensuing year. The report of the spec- 
ial committee on extensions, of which 
Charles 1. Bonaparte is chairman, 
showed a great number of additions to 
the classified service by order of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 
The committee dis- 


cussed at considerable length the exe- 
cutive order concerning the consular 
service. 
The committee agree with 


Secretary Olney's letter to the presi- 
dent an this subject, in which he says 
that the order should be considered as 
"in no sense final or exhaustive," bnt 
rather as a mere step in the right di- 
rection. 


Bat the committee is of the opinion 


that a mere executive order of this 
kind which could be ignored by a suc- 
ceeding administration requires legis- 
lative enactment, and the friends of 
civil serviS) reform are urged to press 
the passage of the Lodge and Morgan 
bills providing for consular and diplo- 
matic service reforms. 


Oscar B. Straus, ex-minister to Tur- 


key, made a verbal report on consul re- 
form not differing materially in its 
conclusions from that of the extension 
committee. 


The report of the committee on reso- 


lutions provoked discussion and it was 
postponed until the afternoon session. 


A luncheon in their honor was ten- 


dered by United States Civil Service 
Commissioner Wm. G. Rice. 


At the aftenoon session papers were 


read by Herman Justi, of Nashville, 
Tenn., on the "State of Civil Service 
Reform Sentiment in the South;" C. J. 
Bonaparte, of Baltimore, Md., on "The 
Reign and Overthrow of an Office- 
Holding Oligarchy;" Herbert Welch, 
of Philadelphia, on "The Interest of 
the Workingman in Civil Service Re- 
form," and E. M. Oallaudet. on "Co- 
lumbian Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb." 


HOPE FOR ARMENIANS. 


The Bed Cross Will Undertake the Duty 


of Relieving the Starving-. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The follow- 


ing official announcement was issued 
from the national headquarters of the 
Red Cross yesterday: 
' "Owing to the unanimous and ur- 
gent appeals from the friends of hu- 
manity, representing nearly all of the 
people of this country, the American 
National Red Cross has decided that it 
must accept the sacred trust of en- 
deavoring to relieve the starving Ar- 
menians in Asia Minor. According to 
conservative estimates there are 350,- 
000 utterly destitute people in that 
country, who will have to be assisted 
for six or eight months—until the next 
harvest. 


"Fully realizing the difficulties and 


dangers to be met, the Red Cross will 
start for Turkey as soon as sufficient 
funds are placed at its disposal or 
guaranteed to insure success. 


"Funds may be scut to Miss Clara 


Barton, president and treasurer of the 
American National Red Cross, Wash- 
ington. 


"Authorized agents to receive funds 


and materials will be published in a 
few days. 


"The Red Cross also suggests that 


goods, grain and other material may 
be sent by chartered steamer.

OF BERLIN IRON. 


RatmlUtlon of t*o F reach far an Indignity 


Perpetrated br tbe French. 


A ring of "Berlin Iron" was sold 


lately at a curiosity sale, but the price 
it fetched was not stated. The ring 
had a certain interest, in view of the 
determination of the French to cele- 
brate the anniversary of Jena (October 
14) as a set-off to the recent German 
celebration of Sedan. After that bat- 
tle Napoleon was capable of the in- 
credible meanness of rlflittg the tomb 
of Frederick the Great at Potsdam, 
perhaps in revenge for that king's de- 
feating the French at Rosbauh; and 
also of demanding from a pom* coun- 
try, as Prussia was, a war indemnity 
mounting to over six million stor- 
ing. 
Such was the Impoverishment of 


he national treasury- that to make 
ip the required contribution, and 
id the Prussian soil of French sol- 
diers, families gave up articles of 
value, and ladies parted with their 
gold rings, substituting for them rings 
>f Berlin iron, which metal from this 
lime obtained an historic importance 
n that country. At fashionable en- 
tertaiuments anyone wearing gold, 
and proving themselves thereby un- 
nttriotic, would have been given the 
cold shoulder. It was like the dances 
of Paris in 1795, to which no one was 
admitted who was not wearing crape 
round the left arm, a proof that a 
member of the family had sacrificed 
himself for the country. Of necessity, 
the Berlin iron waa confined to the up- 
per classes, as no one else had gold 
rings to give, and it is only rarely one 
comes into the market, so carefully 
are preserved the proofs of their ances- 
tors' devotion to the fatherland.—

bond* are eagerly purchased by banks 
and capitalists. The assessments go to 
pay these bonds, and the land can be 
sold if these assessments are not paid.

He trusts nobody and will 
take no food onless it has been tasted in 
his presence by some higb.official, pref- 
erably one upon whom he does not look 
with favor, nis visits to the harem are 
short and far between, for, as rumor 
has it, he is <lesperate3y afraid of the 
chief eunuch, who took an active part 
in the assassination of hie imperial 
predecessor.

bassadors demand (weeping refdrms 
and domestic enemies who seek his life 
the sultan's existence, in spite of an an- 
nual income of $10,000,000, eoilld aard- 
ly be called a pleasant one. Driwen from 
pillar to post he may conclude to end 
his career amidst the blare of trumpets 
and battle's alarms by declaring a "holy 
war" against the enemies of the proph- 
et. Tfcis, of course, is uot a probabil- 
ity, but inasmuch as drowning -men 
clutch at straws it is not? an impossi- 
bility.

The government at Washington ia 


beginning1 to devote to foreign relations 
the attention which they should have 
had home time ago. Tbe president and 
his secretary of state, Mr. Olney, view 
with intense interest the development 
of the revolution in Cuba; the encroach- 
ments of U rcat Britain upon Venezuelan 
territory; the conquest of Madagascar 
by the French, and the Turkiuh out- 
rages against the Armenians. The lat- 
ter are of no direct political interest, of 
course, but the United States, which 
claims to typify liberty, cannot re- 
main dumb when the rest of the civil- 
•ized \\ orld clamors for mercy and just- 
ice for a race which, however tricky 
and vulgar it may have become in the 
course of several centuries of virtuai 
slavery, still fights under the Crossand 
suffers in the sacred name of the Christ. 


The Cuban revolution is immensely 


popular in the United States. As in- 
dividuals we would not hesitate a mo- 
ment to cast our lot with the so-called 
rebels; but the national government 
cannot act v, ith quite as much freedom. 
Mass meetings have recently been held 
in various cities demanding of Presi- 
dent Cleveland the recognition of the 
revolutionists as belligerents. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether the persons 
so floquent in formulating this de- 
mand fully understand its meaning. To 
recogni/.e the belligerent rights of Cuba 
would, in nil probability, lend tea w-ai 
with Spain, or at least to very disagree- 
able diplomatic complications. Spain 
ii a weak country, and it is possible 
that we could bulldoze her into relin- 
quishing Cuba; but that is the assail- 
able point in tbe argftment. The United 
States is too formidable a power to co- 
erce a poverty-stricken nation with 
which it has been at peace for many 
decades. Moreover, the government at 
Madrid has complied with every diplo- 
matic request addressed to it since the 


unques- 


tionably the most dirtinpiiahed and 
truly noble son of the Gem of the An- 
tilles. Cisneros,, note the' prediction, 
will not be betrayed M waa tbe gallant 
Lopez, but will five to be the chief ex- 
ecutive of a free country. Tlfe struggle 
may be prolonged for months of years, 
but the end will justify the preftnt ex- 
penditure of blood and wealth. With 
or. without, recognition from the 
United State* liberty will sooner or 
later establish her seat of justice and 
mercy in the gfovemment house at 
Havana.
